Why is it that so many linin' an* need 
fil. ami can In' nwnli'to pay, in Kloriila 
t han anywhere rise? 

The prinripal reason is not far to 
seek. Il is simply I Iml we have no 
highways of any practical value. , In 
almost all other parts of I lie roimtry 
great pains are taken to have good 
minis, so that a single strong horse 
call haul as much as a Ion at a loud. 
Imt here one cannot safely attempt to 
carry more than six or eight hundred 
pounds for any considerable distance', 
on account of the sandy roads. This 
means that' the transportation of a 
given amount of material by horse 
power requires at least t wire as many 
loads, and therefore costs twice as 
much, iis it would over hard roads. 
Very often. Lite proportion is still 
greater. Of course the possible dis¬ 
tance to which horse power can be 
made available for t runs port ing any- 
given class of goods is limited by the 
value of the goods and the margin 
above cost. When the cost of the 
goods plus the cost of transportation 
reaches the full value of the goods 
after delivery, then, obviously, they 
cannot be carried further except at a 
loss. The worse t lie roads, t lie sooner 
this limit is reached. In the West 
t rains of supply wagons go hundreds 
of miles to carry the necessaries of life 
to isolated towns and camps, and 
bring hack the product of the mines. 
They carry big loads and can get a 
good price for them, because the min¬ 


ers have gold or ot her valuable met als 
to exchange for what they need. The 
small population call thus he supplied 
by wagons at rates within their means 
to pay; Imt here the case is reversed. 
Only a small load can lie taken, and 
tile materials which I la* isolated settler 
can produce to pay Ins hills with are 
bulky and of small value.so that there 
is not protit enough on the exchange 
to pay for a long haul. This makes it 
almost • impossible to secure any Imt 
the poorest kind of a living at more 
than a few mill's from rad or water 
transportation. I fence it isabsolutely 
essential to the full development of 
the coqutry that there should be one 
or the other at distances of not more 
than ten A idles apart all over the 
Stale. * 

Tip,' need being thus evident, the 
question remains,can they be made 
to pay? The first element in this pro¬ 
blem is t he,amount of capital on w liicli 
a dividend must lie paid, and fortu¬ 
nately for iis, there is probably nO 
other Stale in the I nion where rail¬ 
roads call he I in 1 11 so cheaply as here. 
The cost of the road bed ready for the 
iron is ofiener under than over $1,000 
per mile, and the cost of rails and rol 
ling stock is proportional to the laisi 
ness done. At first a .light equipment 
will answer, and as business increases 
if will pay foi a heavier one. Hut even 
the comparatively light lirst cost ol 
I he road is not all to lie paid by the 
builders of it. for in the less settled 
regions the Stale law provides a large 
subsidy in the form of land.and where 
t he t bicker sett lenient of the country 
prevents this from being available, Un¬ 
people along the lineareso thoroughly 
alive to the value of a road to them 
that they will generally contribute in 
money and land at. least enough to 
pay for the road-bed. Thus the pro¬ 
moters of the enterprise have only to 
pay for iron mid rolling-stock and such 
buildings and other accessories as may 
lie necessary, the demand for all of 
which is measured, by the amount of. 
the traffic. .Maintenance of way and 
running expenses are both made light 


by our warm climate, which forbids 
the destructive action of frost and re¬ 
moves the great expense of keeping 
t he line clear of snow in t lie winter, as 
well as the danger from lloods when 
the siioiv and ice are melting in the 
spring. 

Thus in every way the conditions 
are fa'vorahleto t lie building and prof¬ 
itable operation of railroads, and it is . 
not w underfill, therefore, t Imt they lire 
increasing rapidly in every direction. 
It will he found, tbo, that there is no 
plan- where investments in roilromts 
are more sure to pay than here, fu 
other parts of the country it is hardly 
expected that a road will pay anything 
for several years after it is opened, 
and if it pays well after live years the 
builders think t liemselvcs very well oil 
Here t here are few roads t lint hav e not 
paid almost from the day they were 
completed, and generally they have 
demanded a constant and rapid in 
crease iii their equipmenf to meet their 
increasing business. No better illus¬ 
tration could he wished than is afford¬ 
ed by the South Florida Kailroad. 
light here at our own doors. Fight 
years ago the lirst t wenty miles of it 
were surveyed and built through a 
country containing.altogether, iiielud 
ing I he tow us of Sanford and Orlando, 
fewer people and less business than il 
now serves through the Winter Park 
station alone. It had a single engine, 
weighing seven and a half funs, running 
on a sixteen pound rail, w ith I hrec feel 
gauge. Il paid from the lirst t rain it 
ran Three years later it had doubled 
.its length and increased its business 
ten-fold, had thirty pound rails and 
half a dozen lift cell to twenty ton en¬ 
gines. The fourth year il was com¬ 
pleted to the t•lilt, and became the 
mail route to Havana. The lifth year 
it added sixty miles more, from l*ein- 
licrtou to Bartow. The sixth year it 
widened itsgaugeto the standard,and 
put on the elegant rolling-stock no" 
running. It How. in connect ion with 
the Jacksonville. Tampa «V Key West 
Kailway, runst wothrough trains each 
way daily betvyecn Jacksonville and 
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T/iiii|)ii. Iienidum local service, It i» , 
safe to Hiiy.Hm't there ih not a Iks!»<* r 
piece of railroad projierty in the conn- 
try, nor one Inn ing a flutter prosper! 
lor flu* future. There ia certainly no 
place w here railroad investments are 
safer or yield qliieker returns, and few 
where tin- conditions arc in any way 
marc‘favorshit*. Is*l the good work 
go on. We ran hardly have too many 
of them.
